The restaurant scooped top prize last 
year in the Epsom Guardian’s Epsom Curry 
Awards. And this year our readers once again 
voted it their favourite. 

Mo and his team are ecstatic at having 
won the award two years in succession 
against stiff opposition. It proves, he says, the 
restaurant must be doing something right. 

Mo learnt the business watching his 
family at work. Her started work when he 
was just 16 at the restaurant, which was 


launched by his dad in 1989. Mo took it over 
in 2005. 

“As my dad says customers are like family 
so eating at Ashtead Balti is like going to a 
relative’s house. We want you to come to our 
restaurant like a guest, enjoy our hospitality, 
enjoy our food and then look forward to seeing 
us again. 

“Our dishes are all different in their own 
ways. The taste, flavour and freshness is 
different for each one,” he adds. 


He says the signature dish at Ashtead 
Balti is the Ashtead’s special mossalla, 
which has pieces of chicken breast in spices 
with minced lamb and a boiled egg.

SHUT DOWN 


within days of the last one 


Another care 
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A second care home with signifi¬ 
cant failings has been shut down 
by the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) - just days after it closed an¬ 
other home nearby run by the 
same man. 

Last Friday, Grantley Court 
Nursing Home, in Sutton, which 
was run by Cheam millionaire 
Soondressen Cooppen, was shut 
following three damning inspec¬ 
tions of the home in September by 
the CQC that found it was failing 
all key standards including 


home closed 

nutrition, cleanliness, infection 
control and safeguarding people 
from abuse. 

Merok Park, in Park Road, 
Banstead, also run by Mr Coop- 
pen, was closed by the CQC three 
days earlier because residents - 
many of whom were dementia suf¬ 
ferers - were being washed with 
cold water, the home was under¬ 
staffed and stank of urine, and 
some workers had no criminal 
records checks. 

Mr Cooppen also owns a third 
care home in Sutton, Faygate 
House Care Home, where there are 
“no immediate concerns”, accord¬ 
ing to Sutton Council. 

The closures come after the 


CQC, widely criticised for being 
toothless, introduced a new in¬ 
spection system and promised ro¬ 
bust and effective action against 
care home owners who fail to re¬ 
spect residents and do not rectify 
problems quickly - see interview 
on page 4. 

Although the closure of Grant- 
ley Court by Sutton Council seems 
to have been relatively smooth, 
major questions remain over the 
chaos at Merok Park where police 
and paramedics had to be de¬ 
ployed and some relatives claimed 
they only found out what was hap¬ 
pening hours before the closure. 

At the time Les Shields, from 
Epsom, told the Epsom Guardian 


he was deeply worried the trau¬ 
matic upheaval of the residents - 
including his 78-year-old father - 
could put their lives at risk. 

It has since emerged that 36 
hours later a man of 85 died after 
being transferred to Warrengate 
Nursing Home, in Kingswood - al¬ 
though the cause of his death is 
not known. 

Julia Graystone, whose aunt was 
also a resident at Merok Park, 
said: “The gentleman who moved 
from Merok Park with her died the 
next night. 

“He was too weak to survive the 
move.”

'A really humble nurse’

A more “robust” approach 
will be taken to failing care 
homes, according to the re¬ 
gion’s inspector for the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) - 
in a bid to re-build the pub¬ 
lic’s shattered confidence in 
its work. 

Adrian Hughes, deputy 
chief inspector of the South 
for the CQC - the body 
charged with inspecting 
health and social care ser¬ 
vices across the country - 
was being interviewed at our 
offices last week when news 
broke that the watchdog had 
ordered Merok Park Nursing 
Home, in Banstead, to close 
because its elderly residents 
were at a “significant risk of 
harm”. 

Widely slammed as a tooth¬ 
less watchdog in the wake of 
the care crisis uncovered at 
Mid-Staffordshire NHS Trust, 


Mr Hughes said the reforms it 
triggered have seen a shift 
away from assessing how 
“compliant” a care home is to 
a ratings system - to get rid of 
any ambiguity and help peo¬ 
ple when they are choosing 
care services for loved-ones. 

He said: “It would be disin¬ 
genuous to say we have al¬ 
ways been wonderful. We 
listened and over the past two 
years we have changed our 
whole methodology of in¬ 
specting our services. 

“Having that gradient of 
judgement really helps peo¬ 
ple to choose care. They still 
need to look at the individual 
needs of their relatives but 
it’s a good starting point.” 

As of October 1, five key 
questions are now being 
asked of care homes - about 
its leadership and manage¬ 
ment, its safety, how respon¬ 
sive it is to individuals, its 
effectiveness and how caring 
it is. 

An overall rating of out¬ 
standing, good, requires im¬ 
provement or inadequate is 
then given to the home.

Mr Hughes said the new 
system leaves much less 
“wriggle room” for homes to 
continue operating while not 
meeting standards. 

The inspector said: “There 
will be no yo-yoing between 
complaint and non-compli- 
ant. We are much more ro¬ 
bust about enforcement 
actions which are taken 
against providers.” 

If a home is not rated as out¬ 
standing or good, Mr Hughes 


said “We will be all over 
them”. 

Another visit will be ar¬ 
ranged within six months and 
a decision will be taken as to 
whether to shut a care home 
if the necessary changes have 
not been implemented. 

He said: “We can’t keep pub¬ 
lishing reports saying a home 
is inadequate two or three 
times. We have to make a 
judgement and not let things 
languish around as inade¬ 
quate because that’s not 
acceptable. 

“If the service is not good 
enough we have to take action 
to cancel it.” 

He said inspections can be 
brought forward according to 
intelligence, if necessary, and 
homes can be inspected “any 
time during the night or 
day”. 

In extreme cases the CQC 
can also cancel a provider’s 
registration requiring all the 
homes they run to close.

Care home owner Stephen 
Mann, 47, first met Soon¬ 
dressen Cooppen when the 
pair were training as psychi¬ 
atric nurses at West Park Hos¬ 
pital, Epsom, in the 1990s. 

Mr Mann said his mother 
founded Merok Park and ran 
it for 17 years before selling it 
to Mr Cooppen in 2004, who he 
said already owned three 
other care homes and was 
studying for a PhD at the time. 

Mr Mann who now runs 
Montclair Residential Home, 
in Banstead Road, Banstead, 
said: “I hadn’t seen him for 
many years, but I knew he was 
a caring nurse. 

“At the point we sold Merok 
Park there weren’t any prob¬ 
lems. Soon after Mr Cooppen 
took over, he sold off all the 
hospital beds my mum had 
put in. 


“Cuts, cuts, cuts, cuts.” 

Mr Mann said he had always 
called Mr Cooppen “Steve” 
but in later years, the Mauri¬ 
tian asked to be called “Mr 
Cooppen”. 

Mr Mann added: “His value 
of himself had risen 
substantially. 

“He was once a caring, pro¬ 
fessional nurse. The money 
has gone to his head and he’s 
looked at a business model 
and hasn’t focused on the care 
model. 

“He will have made a for¬ 
tune but at the cost of cutting 
care. 

“I like to think now that he is 
sitting thinking ‘We did get it 
wrong’. Originally he was a re¬ 
ally nice, humble nurse.” 

The Epsom Guardian has at¬ 
tempted without success to 
contact Mr Cooppen.

Linda Cackett contacted this 
newspaper about her mother, 
89-year-old Edna Slann, pictured, 
who lived at Grantley Court from 
July until September. 

Ms Cackett, from Epsom, said 
she received a phone call from 
the CQC at the start of September 
about her mother’s welfare. 

She said: “They had taken an 
interest in my mother because of 
severe bruising to her face. I 
then received a call at the end of 
September to state they were 
moving my mother and other 
residents to alternative homes. 

“She arrived there with no in¬ 
fection and in reasonable health. 
While there she lost weight, de¬ 
veloped a severe life-limiting in¬ 
fection in her leg, sustained 
various injuries including a 
severely bruised face and stitch¬ 
es in her head.”

“To see so old people crying 
and scared is not something I 
would wish to see ever again.” 

She added: “My aunt is not 
coping well. She is depressed 
and has started to suffer pain 
in her feet again despite the 
fact she has no legs - they 
were amputated this year.” 

Stephen Mann, who owns 
nearby Montclair Residential 
Home, and whose mother 
used to own Merok Park, 
trained alongside Mr Cooppen 
as psychiatric nurses at West 
Park Hospital, Epsom, in the 
1990s and said he was a “really 
nice humble nurse”, but be¬ 
came too focused on money 
and cutting back on care. 

When asked why residents 
at Merok Park were not given 
more notice, a CQC 


spokeswoman said it informed 
Surrey County Council (SCC) 
and Surrey Downs Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
(SDCCG) on Friday, December 
5, of its plans to close Merok 
Park on Tuesday, December 9. 

She said: “It wouldn’t be the 
CQC’s role to go into the home 
and tell residents and relatives 
we were closing it. We would 
expect the local authority to 
go in and tell them.” 

She said responsibility also 
fell on the provider to do this. 

But it is understood that 
SCC disputes this. 

A source told the Epsom 
Guardian the CQC informed 
Merok Park it would be closed 
on the day it was being closed 
- Tuesday, December 9 - and 
SCC could not start making 
alternative arrangements for 
residents until this time. 


An SDCCG spokesman said: 
“Following concerns raised, a 
multi-agency meeting, includ¬ 
ing neighbouring local au¬ 
thorities, health and the CQC 
was held on Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 4. A decision was made at 
this meeting to invoke the 
provider failure protocol and 
identify alternative place¬ 
ments for residents to move 
into within a two-week period. 

“Letters informing residents 
and relatives of this decision 
were sent out by first class on 
Friday, December 5. 

“The CQC issued a notice of 
decision to permanently close 
Merok Park on Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 9. As soon as the CQC 
confirmed the notice would be 
served, the multi-agency team 
immediately informed rela¬ 
tives and began the process of 
transferring residents.” 


Putting down roots for Centenary Wood 


The first trees have been 
planted at a hugely poignant 
forest-in-the-making which 
will serve as England’s First 
World War Centenary Wood. 

The 640-acre site for the pro¬ 
ject is at Langley Vale, on the 
border between Epsom Downs 
and Mole Valley. 

The Woodland Trust an¬ 
nounced earlier this year that 
four Flagship Woods, span¬ 
ning 1,000 acres will be plant¬ 
ed, one each in England, 


Scotland, Wales and Northern 
Ireland, in a £20m initiative to 
mark the anniversary of the 
start of the war. 

The site, which is bigger 
than the Olympic Park, is ex¬ 
pected to have 200,000 trees 
planted on it and is next to 
Epsom Downs where troops 
were trained and where Lord 
Kitchener inspected troops be¬ 
fore they were deployed to the 
trenches. 

The first trees were planted 


there on Friday by children 
from the Vale Primary School, 
volunteers and a representa¬ 
tive from the project’s lead 
partner Sainsbury’s. 

Tim Richardson and Ian 
Church, local historians who 
visit schools educating pupils 
about the war, were also there 
dressed in the military attire 
of World War I. 

A total of 8,000 trees were 
planted over two days, with 
500 people turning up on the 


community planting day on 
Saturday. 

A spokesman for the trust 
said £8m has been raised of 
the £20m needed to pay 
for the four woods project 
so it still needs people to 
donate.

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Allowance increase ‘foolish’ 
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Residents Association (RA) coun¬ 
cillors have been slammed as “fool¬ 
ish” after they voted thorough an 
increase in councillors’ allowances 
while slashing council tax support 
for residents. 

Last week, Epsom Council met to 
discuss recommendations by an in¬ 
dependent remuneration panel 
(IRP) for potential increases in the 
special responsibility allowances 
(SRAs) paid to councillors.

All councillors are paid a basic 
allowance, £3,341, which the coun¬ 
cil decided not to increase earlier 
this year. 

On top of this, special responsi¬ 
bility allowances can be paid to 
councillors who perform addition¬ 
al activities “over and above” those 
covered by the basic allowance. 

Following a change to the struc¬ 
ture of some of the council’s com¬ 
mittees, it asked the IRP to 
consider SRAs, which made a 
number of suggestions. 

These included giving the leader 
of the majority party on the coun¬ 
cil an SRA at 50 per cent of the

basic allowance - up 20 per cent - 
and handing the chair of the strat¬ 
egy and resources committee an 
SRA at 100 per cent of the basic al¬ 
lowance - a 30 per cent increase. 

It also recommended that the 
vice chairman of the planning 
committee should receive an SRA 
at 30 per of their basic allowance, 
along with allowance increases for 
a number of other committee 
chairmen, and £200 for leaders of 
parties. 

The IRP also said that, in its opin¬ 
ion, allowances would also be one 
way to attract more diverse candi¬ 
dates to become councillors.

The RA-dominated council voted 
to accept most of the IRP’s recom¬ 
mendations, with only a few excep¬ 
tions, resulting in an increase of 
£7,819 to be spent on allowances 
from 2015 - a five per cent increase. 

The IRP’s recommendations 
were considered at the same meet¬ 
ing at which a cut in council tax 
support was approved. 

Labour Councillor Sheila Carl¬ 
son, whose party voted against the 
increase, said: “So it’s OK to tell 
these people they have to pay more 
and in the next item the RA coun¬ 
cillors are voting themselves a pay 
increase. It’s wrong at this period 
of time. I was really disgusted.” 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Julie Morris’ party abstained on 
the vote. 

She said: “I felt it was an increase 
for the ruling group. A lesser in¬ 
crease for certain roles was appro¬ 
priate but not to the level 
proposed.” 

But RA group chairman Clive 
Woodbridge said: “They are fairly 
modest increases. It’s easy to play 
politics with allowances.” 

RA Councillor Neil Dallen said 
setting allowances is part of the 
overall approach to attract more 
people to become councillors. 

He said: “We are not just giving 
ourselves a rise as we are not going 
to implement these increases until 
after the next election. I may not 
be elected again. It’s about the re¬ 
sponsibility attached to the role.” 


Government cut forces lower council tax support 


Epsom Council will be reducing its 
council tax support next year fol¬ 
lowing a slash in Government 
funding. 

Last year, the Government abol¬ 
ished the national council tax ben¬ 
efit scheme and asked councils to 
create their own schemes to help 
residents on low incomes. It also 
reduced the funding for such 
schemes by 10 per cent. 

A spokesman said Epsom Coun¬ 
cil is not able to sustain the level of 


support it provided for those 
needing council tax support in the 
first year of its scheme. 

From April next year, every 
working age claimant will be asked 
to pay the first 20 per cent of their 
council tax. 

The change will affect about 1,900 
households, but pensioners receiv¬ 
ing council tax support will be 
exempt. 

The spokesman added: “For 
some this might be the first time 


they have had to make payments 
towards their council tax. 

“The council will be contacting 
everyone affected.” 

Epsom Councillor Neil Dallen, 
chairman of the strategy and re¬ 
sources committee, said: “The new 
scheme will see all working age 
council tax support claimants pay 
something towards their council 
tax. 

“We do appreciate that we are 
asking more from those with 


limited means, who may already 
be facing challenges with other re¬ 
ductions from the welfare reforms 
however this cut in council tax 
support is a direct result of the re¬ 
duction in Government funding. 

“The council has increased the 
discretionary hardship fund, from 
which funds can be awarded as a 
one-off emergency top-up for those 
on support and in real need. 

“Awards are considered on an in¬ 
dividual basis.”

He said: “We immediately bonded 
with each other, it is impossible to 
not fall in love with Olllie with his 
infectious smile, despite all he has 
gone through. 


“Ollie is a kind and gentle little 
boy who loves to chat with every¬ 
one he meets. He loves his little sis¬ 
ter. He enjoys playing with 
dinosaurs and also likes being su¬ 
perman.” 

Last week Haydon set up a blog to 
reach people who may be able to 
help or donate something, from as 
little as a toy dinosaur, to make 
Christmas special for the family. 

Ollie is set to visit a fire station 
and Christmas lights and it is 
hoped that he will be well enough 
to lead the teams out when AFC 
Wimbledon play Liverpool in the 


new year. 

The Womble said: “The family 
are actually going to celebrate 
Christmas on Sunday, December 
21, as Ollie starts a trial drug on 
Monday, December 22, and they 
fear he may not be well enough to 
celebrate on Christmas Day, so we 
literally have a week to make this 
happen.”

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Options open up 
to fight flooding

A year after parts of Leather- 
head were repeatedly flooded, 
experts are drawing up op¬ 
tions to protect the area. 

Work is expected to start 
some time after 2016, accord¬ 
ing to the Environment 
Agency (EA). 

The Leatherhead and Mid¬ 
dle Mole Flood Alleviation 
scheme is expected to cost 
about £2.7m, and will aim to 
protect 645 homes along a 
stretch of the River Mole by 
March 2021. 

Last winter, the river burst 
its banks and floods struck 
homes, a crematorium, a foot¬ 
ball ground, a fire station and 
a water pumping station in 
Leatherhead. 

The EA’s £100,000 investiga¬ 
tion into the best ways to pre¬ 
vent flooding along the stretch 
of river is due to be completed 
by April. 

The study is looking at dif¬ 
ferent options, such as flood 
storage, operation and re¬ 
moval of structures, improv¬ 
ing conveyance and the 
construction of raised 
defences.

An EA spokesman said: “We 
are beginning to look at the 
long list of possible options for 
the catchment and will refine 
these over the next couple of 
months. 

“When this work is com¬ 
plete, we will talk to the com¬ 
munities at risk about the 
most appropriate solutions for 
their area. 

“As part of this project, we 
are also undertaking detailed 
hydrological and hydraulic 
modelling of the middle River 
Mole to improve the existing 
flood mapping and modelling 
and help us identify the most 
appropriate way to reduce 
flood risk. 

“Flood Defence Grant in Aid 
funding of £2.3m has been 
announced in the autumn 


statement, subject to full busi¬ 
ness case approval and secur¬ 
ing required contributions to 
implement the scheme.” 

He said additional funding 
may also be allocated by the 
regional flood and coastal 
committee. 

Surrey County Councillor 
Tim Hall, who represents 
Leatherhead and Fetcham 
East, said drains have been 
cleared and sandbags are at 
the ready as part of prepara¬ 
tions for possible flooding this 
winter. 

Coun Hall said: “A lot of 
work has been done on the 
non-river side, but there is 
more to do. Until the middle 
Mole study comes out and 
says what caused the flooding, 
it’s difficult to know how to 
stop it.” 

Mole Valley MP Sir Paul 
Beresford said he had been 
talking to ministers and the 
EA about flooding. 

He said: “We have got to 
make sure we steadily build 
the flood defences so if it ever 
happens again we can push 
the water back.” 

The Government an¬ 
nounced funds to fight flood¬ 
ing earlier this month, with 
the largest sum of £220m 
going to the Lower Thames.

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Millions could be spent 
town’s retail revival 



Up to £100m could be spent 
on an ambitious redevelop¬ 
ment plan to revive Leather- 
head town centre. 

Mole Valley Council has set 
out to hire a masterplanner 
to draw up a “road map” to 
revamp its retail heart, which 
is blighted by a “tortuous 
road network” and is facing 
stiff competition from nearby 
towns. 

The Transform Leather- 
head project aims to redesign 
its centre, improve transport 
links and attract investors 
and occupiers to create a vi¬ 
brant and flourishing place. 

Councillor Chris Towns¬ 
end, leader of the council, 
said they believe “radical 
change” is needed for the 
town centre to reach its 
potential. 

Coun Townsend said: “This 
project is about working to¬ 
gether as a community to 
make Leatherhead town cen¬ 
tre work for us all. 

“I am very excited about 
this project and look forward 
to working in partnership 
with businesses, communi¬ 
ties and residents alike.” 

At the launch earlier this 
month, Nick Gray, deputy 
chief executive of the 
council, said jobs, homes and 
commercial floor space were 
among their priorities. 

A council spokeswoman 
said the total cost of the

transformation will be estab¬ 
lished through the develop¬ 
ment of a masterplan for the 
project. 

She said: “The figure of 
£100m has been used as an in¬ 
dication of the scale of Mole 
Valley District Council’s am¬ 
bition for the transformation 
of the town. 

“It is anticipated that the 
bulk of the funding will come 
from the private sector. The 
cost of developing the mas¬ 
terplan is expected to be in 
excess of £500,000.” 

The masterplan partner, 
who will be appointed in 
February, will gather evi¬ 
dence and hold a consulta¬ 
tion to create a draft by early 
2016. 

The council is expected to 
approve the masterplan in 
Autumn 2016 and “delivery” 
will start in January 2017. 


It has received a grant of 
£62,500 towards the project 
and has also allocated up to 
£511,000 towards the creation 
of the masterplan. 

A document for prospective 
masterplanners said, despite 
its prosperous location and 
positive attributes, the town 
centre was “failing to punch 
its weight as a local centre”. 

It said: “The range of town 
centres close to Leatherhead 
means that residents are 
spoilt for choice when decid¬ 
ing where to shop and spend 
leisure time.” 

There are about 
140 shops in the 
town centre and 
most of its many 
offices are located 
a roughly five to 
10-minute walk 
away. 

The document 


stated the town centre has a 
“tortuous road network” in¬ 
cluding a one way gyratory 
system, adding: “As a result, 
drivers travelling though the 
town have no idea what is on 
offer in its centre or how to 
access it.”

“When she was out of uni¬ 
form she was retiring and 
shy. She transformed her per¬ 
sonality when she put on her 
uniform.”

A software engineer has 
helped devise a series of 
fiendishly complex puzzles 
for people to solve over the 
festive period in one of 
Britain’s most difficult trea¬ 
sure hunts. 

Matthew Selby, 43, from 
Epsom, his older brother 
Alex, and three others have 
spent a year-and-a-half com¬ 
ing up with 12 pages of brain- 
busting questions and 
picture puzzles for Pablo’s 
Armchair Treasure Hunt, 
which will be unveiled on 
Friday. 

Their team have been the 
first ones to crack the code 
and locate the treasure for 
the past three years. 

Mr Selby, who works at tele¬ 
com software solutions com¬ 
pany Teoco in Leatherhead, 
said: “We have always en¬ 
joyed taking part in the trea¬ 
sure hunt every year and it’s 
something we look forward 
to. 

“People take it in turns to 


set it and we thought maybe 
it was our turn to have a go 
and see if we can do it and 
put something back.” 

The treasure hunt was first 
established in 1985 by staff at 
information technology com¬ 
pany Logica, which was ac¬ 
quired by another company, 
CGI, in 2012. 

This year it was renamed 
Pablo’s Armchair Treasure 
Hunt after its founder Pablo 
Coombs, who died in 2007, 
and given its own website to 
continue the Christmas tradi¬ 
tion as an independent, 
stand-alone event. 

After working out where 
the treasure was located in 
2012, Mr Selby drove all the 
way up to Bath with his 
seven-year-old daughter as 
night fell. 

They then followed the 
clues to a pitch-dark wooded 
area. 

He said: “We had to find a 
path through there to a log, 
under which was the trea¬ 
sure. We were delighted.” 

His brother Alex, a mathe¬ 
matician who works with 
computers from his home in 
Cambridge, said the treasure

is usually hidden under a 
tree somewhere in England. 

He said: “Our team were in¬ 
volved in solving it for lots of 
years. We enjoyed that a lot 
and thought we would put 
something back into it and 
give people something to 
think about over Christmas." 

Back in 2000, he won £lm by 
cracking the Eternity puzzle 
in just seven months. The 
game’s inventor expected 
that it would take at least 
three years to solve. 

Intelligence clearly runs in 
the family as Matthew’s son 
Oscar got an A* in his maths 


GCSE at the age of just seven. 

The pupil at Stamford 
Green Primary School, 
Christchurch Mount, Epsom, 
became the youngest person 
ever to achieve the top A* 
grade in a GCSE exam. 

The team which came up 
with this year’s armchair 
treasure hunt that includes 
Alex’s partner Ingrid Jen- 
drzejewski and his friends 
Mark Owen and Jon Culver. 

About 20 teams, made up of 
a handful of people each, 
take part each year but they 
are hoping to attract more 
participants. 

This year’s hunt will ap¬ 
pear on its website on Friday 
and it ends at Monday, Jan¬ 
uary 12 at noon. 

It is open to everyone for 
free and will appeal to those 
who like a serious mental 
challenge solving puzzles and 
crosswords. 

There are no cash prizes 
but the highly-coveted trophy 
is awarded to the first to 
reach the treasure and anoth¬ 
er trophy is awarded for the 
best solution.

An artist whose sons have an 
incurable disease has been 
inspired to curate an exhibition to 
raise money for the charity 
supporting her family.

In July this year she came in to 
see us as she had lost weight and 
was not eating well.

Survey highlights cost of home making 


Home owners in the south east 
spend an average of £4,673 to 
make their house feel like a 
home. 

Installing a new kitchen, 
upgrading the bathroom, or 
altering the layout were 
improvements undertaken by 
almost half 41.45 per cent of new 
buyers in the process of making 
a home their own according to a 
new survey by housebuilder 
Barratt Homes. 

With these stamps of 
personalisation often requiring 
building, decoration or settling 
in time, 16 per cent only felt at 
home after 50 days, while a 
further 15 per cent took over 
three months to feel at home 
after moving in. 

Decorating to personal tastes 
also plays a big part in helping 
people settle in, with the lounge 
being the priority room to 
personalise (45 per cent) 
followed by the bedroom (21 per 
cent). 

This all comes at a cost with 13 
per cent of recent home owners 
spending over £10,000 to turn 
the property into somewhere 
they can comfortably call their 
home.

"Prospective buyers should 
ensure they have considered this 
aspect before choosing the type 
of property they want to move 
into." 

Lynnette St Quintin, sales and 
marketing director at Barratt 
Developments said: "The 
research today highlights that 
making a house a home can be a 
costly and time consuming 
process for many home owners. 

"It's particularly interesting to 
see that almost half of recent 
home buyers are making 
alterations to the layout and 
refurbishing old kitchens and 
bathrooms. 

"For those that are keen to 
avoid this it is certainly worth 
considering a new build, which 
eliminates this obstacle and 
ensures you don't have to spend 
a large additional chunk of 
money on top of purchase price. 

"In addition, new builds 
provide new owners with a blank 
canvas they can personalise as 
they like, helping to make it feel 
like home from the offset."

Keeping up with the Jones’s 


American fridge freezers, self¬ 
cleaning ovens and wood burning 
stoves are among the items 
homeowners most aspire to own 
according to new research which also 
reveals that when nsumers do own 
much hyped products they don't 
necessarily know how to use them. 

The research, commissioned by 
The Stove Industry Alliance, found 
that while eight in 10 of us dream of 
buying at least one luxury house¬ 
hold item like a robot vacuum 
cleaner or 3D printer, a fifth who 
already own one or more of these 
items admit to either not using them 


or using them infrequently because 
they're not sure how to make them 
work. 

We're guilty too of keeping up with 
the Jones's. The study also shows 
that a third of us own at least one 
item we don't need or bought 
because of hype or because a friend 
or family member had one. Yet 
despite owning these items, less 
than half of us bother to research 
how to use products before making 
the purchase. 

3D printers top the list of items 
people are least confident using, 
with half of those who own one 


saying they're unsure how to use 
them. Hot on the heels are wood 
burning stoves with two thirds of 
those who own one not sure how to 
work it, robot vacuum cleaners, self¬ 
cleaning ovens and home cinema 
systems. 

The research also shows that we're 
quick to give up on how to use items 
with a third trying to get something 
to work for less than an hour and a 
similar number only trying for up to 
two hours. When it comes to seeking 
help we're more likely to go online 
than speak to a spouse or family 
member.
